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FINDINGS: 


1.  The  materials  stored  in  the  existing  garage  used  by  the 
applicant  for  his  repair  business  shall  he  relocated  in 
order  to  provide  enough  space  for  a  normal  side  by  side 
parking  within  the  existing  garage. 

2.  No  further  vertical  or  horizontal  expansion  of  the  subject 
building  shall  be  allowed  unless  such  expansion  is 
specifically  authorized  by  the  Zoning  Administrator  after 
the  property  owner  or  authorized  agent  has  sought  and 
justified  a  new  variance  reouest  pursuant  to  the  public 
hearing  and  all  other  applicable  procedures  of  the  City 
Planning  Code.  However,  the  Zoning  Administrator,  after 
finding"  that  such  expansion  complies  with  applicable  Codes, 
is  compatible  with  existing  neighborhood  character  and 
scale,  and  does  not  cause  significant  loss  of  light,  air, 
view  or  privacy  to  adjacent  buildings,  may  determine  that  a 
new  variance  is  not  required. 

3.  The  owners  of  the  subject  property  shall  record  on  the  land 
records  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  the 
conditions  attached  to  this  variance  decision  as  a  Notice 
of  Special  Restrictions  in  a  form  approved  by  the  Zoning 
Administrator. 

Section  305(c)  of  the  City  Planning  Code  states  that  in  order  to 
grant  a  variance,  the  Zoning  Administrator  must  determine  that 
the  facts  of  the  case  are  sufficient  to  establish  the  following 
five  findings: 


FINDING  1.  That  there  are  exceptional  or  extraordinary  circumstances 
applying  to  the  property  involved  or  to  the  intended  use  of  the 
property  that  do  not  apply  generally  to  other  property  or  uses 
in  the  same  class  of  district. 

REQUIREMENT  MET.  The  applicant  contends  that  the  third  unit  was 
installed  prior  to  1955.  Beginning  in  1964  both  Polk  Directory 
and  Pacific  Gas  and  Electricity  (PG&E)  documents  indicate  that 
the  subiect  property  had  a  third  unit.  The  applicant  submitted 
an  affidavit  from  a  resident  of  the  subject  block  since  1947 
indicating  that  subject  basement  apartment  has  been  occupied 
since   that   date.     The    subject   property    has    existed    In  the 

current  form  for  many  years  and  the  current  owners  could  not 

have  installed  the  illegal  unit  since  Jheyjjought  the  subjec^

REQUIREMENT  MET.  It  is  unfeasible  to  create  a 
independently  accessible  off-street  parking 
substantial  structural  and  architectural  f^od^^^^^^^.^"  ,?^. 
existing  dwelling.  Enlargement  of  the  garage  would  eliminate 
the  front  stairs,  the  only  means  of  access  to  the  first  and  main 
floor  of  the  house.  Furthermore,  the  creation  of  a  second 
off-street  parking  would  result  in  more  curb-cuts  thus  reducing 
the  amount  of  on-street  parking  space.  The  only  alternative 
would  be  to  eliminate  the  third  unit.  This  could  adversely 
affect  affordable  housing  and  amount  to  unnecessary  hardship 
with  no  compensating  public  benefit. 

That  such  variance  is  necessary  for  the  preservation  and 
enjoyment  of  a  substantial  property  right  of  the  subject 
property,  possessed  by  other  property  in  the  same  class  ot 
di  strict. 

REQUIREMENT  MET.  The  number  of  units  of  the  subject  property 
conforms  to  the  present  zoning  classification  and  the 
configuration  of  the  existing  building  is  such  that  cheating  an 
off-street  parking  is  unfeasible.  Evidence  submitted  with  the 
application  provides  a  basis  for  believing  that  the  subject 
third  dwelling  unit  has  existed  since  prior  to  the  adoption  of 
off-street  parking  for  residential  uses.  It  has  been  the 
general  practice  of  the  Zoning  Administrator  to  grant  off-street 
parking  variances,  city-wide,  for  dwelling  units  created  prior 
to  1955  without  pemiit  and  without  currently  required  off-street 
parking.  Therefore,  granting  the  variance  would  allow  the 
subject  property  owners  to  enjoy  full  use  of  their  property  by 
legalizing  the  third  unit  as  enjoyed  by  other  property  in  the 
same  class  of  district.

To  whom  it  may  concern; 


I  purchased  the  existing  non-conforming  three  (3)  unit  building  at  19A9 
Golden  Gate  Avenue  in  198A.  It  was  advertised  and  sold  as  a  recently  remodeled 
legal  three  (3)  unit  building.  Our  bank  loan, fire,  and  liability  insurance 
were  all  written  for  a  three  unit  building. (  See  inclosed  info).  Also,  all  of 
the  utility  companies  list  our  unit  as  a  three  unit  building.  (Refer  to  enclosed 
info.)  Each  unit  has  it's  own  separate  electrical  meter  &  has  had  for  at  least 
twenty-five  years.  (P.G.&  E.  said  that  they  could  not  search  further) 

According  to  neighbor's  our  building  went  from  a  single  femily  home  to  two 

(2)  units  in  the  mid  1940's.  At  that  time  the  top  two  floors  were  one  .unit  & 
the  basement  apt*  was  the  second  legal  unit.  There  are  no  permits  showing  this 

conversion,  but  I  am  told  this  may  have  been  typical  during  the  war    and  post 
war  years  when  housing  was  at  a  premium.  Apparently,  not  long  after  it  became  a 
three  (3)  unit  building. 

In  1977  this  building  had  two  arson  fires  started  by  the  tenant  in  the  base- 
ment apartment.  The  latter  was  a  major  two  alarm  fire  taking  6A  men  2  hours  & 
40  minutes  to  extinguish.  The  fire  dept.  lists  the  building  as  three  units. 
After  that  the  building  was  sold  and  completely  re-done.  The  permit  taken  out  to 
repair  fire  damage  stated  that  the  building  be  brought  up  to  code,  but  this 
apparently  was  not  done.  After  the  fire  all  electrical  and  plumbing  systems 
were  replaced,  new  siding  and  drywall  were  installed,  as  well  as  new  rooms  and 
decking.  This  would  have  been  the  ideal  time  to  install  the  one  hr.  drywall. 
The  fire  inspector  expressed  some  surprise  that  the  building  was  occupied,  as 
it  was  not  inspected  by  the  fire  dept.  after  the  work  was  completed. 

As  the  building  was  so  recently  re-done  with  permits,  we  were  horrified  at 
the  number  of  violations.  My  main  reason  for  appealing  the  notice  of  violations 
is  the  enforcement  of  a  1-hour  fire  rating  by  installing  new  drywall  or  a 
sprinkler  system  throughout  the  building.  This  tremendous  cost  would  drive  me 
into  bankruptcy.  I  am  very  concerned  about  fire  safety  as  I  have  two  small 
children  and  ther  are  minors  living  in  the  other  units.  We  are  concerned  that 
that  tenants  should  be  able  to  evacuate  in  the  event  of  fire.  However,  tearing 
out  mouldings,  cabinetry,  carpeting,  &  the  displacement  of  11  people  not  to 
mention  the  cost  of  re-drywall  would  be  catistrophic. 

As  for  the  parking  requirement,  the  building  currently  has  a  garage  20' 
wide  and  33'  deep.  There  is  no  room  for  enlargement.  The  resident  in  the 
basement  apt.  does  not  drive  and  her  child  is  bussed  to  school. 

A  similar  situation  occured  to  the  owners  of  2007  Golden  Gate.Ultimately , 
they  were  not  required  to  meet  parking  or  fire  requirements.  There  is  no  garage 
or  off  street  parking.  The  work  required  took  lA  years  to  complete. 

Since  this  building  was  inspected  we  have  done  considerable  work  to  the 
building.  When  this  building  was  re-done  a  high  quality  of  workmanship  was  not 
employed.  We  had  water  coming  in  nearly  all  window  openings.  Frames  did  not  fit 
the  openings,  and  building  jpaper  was  not  used.  Water,  traveled  down  the  beams 
which  supported  the  deck  and  into  the  building.  The  fire  escape-decks  are  also 
roofs  for  the  units.  When  the  redwood  decking  material  was  installed  over  the 
roofing  material,  the  wood  was  nailed  into  the  roof  membrane,  causing  much  dry- 
rot  and  water  damage.  The  skylights  in  the  units  were  plate  glass  rather  than 
tempered,  and  were  felt  that  they  should  be  replaced  for  the  sake  of  safety. 
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•  During  the  course  of  making  the  building  watertite,  we  have  also 
corrected  some  of  the  violations.  Number  17-  all  glass  has  been  replaced.

P.S.   Aftermaking  the  building  watertite  some  of  the  interior 
sheetrock  which  sustained  water  damage  had  to  be  repaired.  Durin 
this  we  discovered  that  5/8"  X  rated  dry  wall  was  installed 
on  the  property  wall  on  the  east  side  of  the  building.  However, 
instead  of  being  installed  on  the  interior  of  the  building  it 
was   installed  on   the  exterior  undeneath  plywood   siding.  There 
is  also  a  sprinker  on  that  side  in  the  lightwell.   The  north 
side  of  the  building  faces  the  street,    the  south  the  backyard, 
and  on  the  west  there  is  a  walkway  with  4'-6"  to  property 
line.

Dear  Appeals  Person, 

I  am  filing  this  appeal  on  behalf  of  Murray  LeClair  and  myself  in  regards  to  the 
above  mentioned  order  of  abatement.  I  would  have  hoped  that  we  could  straighten 
out  this  matter  directly  with  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection;  but  that  does  not  seem 
to  be  possible.  At  a  previous  Administrative  hearing  on  June  5,  1990,  we  agreed 
to  dismantle  the  downstairs  flat(153A)  and  repair  or  correct  all  items  not  related  to  the 
substandard  flat(1 53A).  As  stated  in  my  Jetter  of  June  21 , 1 990  to  Patrick 
McKenzie(Housing  Inspector),  we  filed  for  plan  check  and  permits  on  June  19, 
1990.  The  Building  application  number  is  9012047.  On  July  24,  1990,  Mr.  LeClair 
called  "Planning"  to  find  out  the  status  of  our  application.  He  was  told  it  would 
probably  take  six  to  eight  weeks  longer.  He  called  one  more  time  and  was  told  that 
we  would  be  sent  a  card  when  the  plans  were  approved. 

While  we  were  waiting  for  the  plans  to  be  approved,  we  repaired  the  foUowing 
items,  which  were  not  part  of  the  dismantling  and  did  not  require  a  permit: 

1 .  Repaired  and/or  replaced  both  the  front  and  back  stairway(included  in 
previous  remodel  plans  approved  by  city.) 

2.  Completed  all  items  on  Energy  Inspection  Form 

3.  Completed  Security  Ordinance  Checklist. 

4.  Installed  hardwired  smoke  detectors 

5.  Completed  all  work  related  to  electrical  and  plumbing. 

Please  also  note  that  the  notice  of  hearing  was  issued  on  March  16, 1992  but  was 
not  posted  on  our  building  or  received  by  us  until  April  27, 1992.  I  did  not  plan  to 
attend  the  hearing  of  May  6, 1992,  because  I  believed  that  a  letter  would  clear  up 
the  misunderstanding  concerning  our  application  for  permits.  A  letter  was  sent  to  the 
Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  on  May  4, 1992  (see  attached)  detailing  all  of  the 
above  information. 


Since  we  have  to  file  an  appeal  to  straighten  up  this  matter,  we  thought  it  might  be  a 
good  opportunity  to  once  again  ask  for  a  change  in  the  dismantling  order. 

The  substandard  unit  has  been  occupied  for  the  last  five  years  by  a  low  income 
elderly  gentleman  named  Richard  Olivieri.  He  lives  in  the  unit  with  his  three  dogs. 
Mr.  Olivieri  has  been  very  upset  about  the  possibility  of  being  evicted  because  of 
the  following  facts:  .  xx  ^* 

a.  His  main  source  of  income  is  social  security,  and  he  can  not  afford  to  pay 

higher  rent.  ...  •  -ru 

b.  He  will  not  give  up  his  three  dogs  who  are  his  mam  companions.  The  unit 
he  occupies  has  a  small  backyard  which  the  dogs  utilize.  Most  flats  or  apartments  in 
San  Francisco  will  not  except  animals,  especially  large  dogs. 

c.  The  flat  is  in  a  perfect  location  for  him  to  either  walk  or  take  public 
transportation  for  food,  shopping  or  entertainment. 

d.  The  flat  is  street  level  so  he  does  not  have  to  climb  stairs  to  enter. 

As  stated  in  our  letter  of  November  16,  1989  to  Patrick  McKenzie  (Building 
Inspector),  we  can  or  have  already  corrected  all  of  the  items  listed  in  the  Notice  of 
Violation  dtd.  9/28/89  with  the  following  exceptions: 

1 .  Fireproof  entire  building  with  approved  1  hour  fire  resistive  materials  or 
sprinklers  throughout. 

2.  Provide  1  additional  usable  off  street  parking  space. 

There  is  no  practical  way  to  provide  another  usable  off  street  parking  space.  We 
have  one  space  in  the  garage  and  one  space  in  front  of  the  building.  We  also  found 
it  would  be  extremely  costly  to  fire  proof  the  building  and  not  cost  effective. 

If  the  above  appeals  is  not  possible,  then  we  ask  the  appeals  board  to  consider  the 
following: 

a.  Ask  the  Building  department  to  acknowledge  and  approve  or  disapprove 
our  plans  submitted  on  June  19,  1990  (Application  No.  9012047)  and  issue  the 
appropriate  permit.  . 

b.  Allow  us  1 80  days  to  evict  the  tenant  and  dismantle  the  unit.  This  will 
allow  Mr.  Olivieri  to  try  and  find  suitable  housing  before  forcing  him  on  the  street. 

I  hope  that  you  can  help  us  in  this  matter.  We  are  very  sorry  that  we  had  to  file  an 
appeal;  but  because  of  time  constraints  and  the  difficulty  of  dealing  with  the  very 
crowded  and  overworked  Bureau  of  Building  Inspectors  we  felt  it  was  necessary. 
Thank  you  for  your  help.

(Attachment  to  Items  3  and  4  of  form  of  appeal  by 
Cal-Jones  Properties  of  Order  of  Abatement  No.  159,492) 

Description  of  Property  Involved 

The  property  subject  to  the  abatement  order  consists 
of  a  portion  of  the  floor  immediately  below  the  main  level  in 
the  building  at  1177  California  Street  known  as  Gramercy 
Towers.     Gramercy  Towers  is  a  primarily  residential  condominium 
structure  with  a  restaurant  and  other  commercial  condominiums 
located  on  both  the  main  floor  and  on  the  floor  below  the  main 
floor  known  as  level  A.     Cal-Jones  Properties  owns  all  of  the 
commercial  condominium  space  located  on  the  first  floor  and 
level  A. 

The  premises  for  which  the  notice  of  violation  was 
issued  are  correctly  identified  in  the  notice  of  violation  as 
Unit  259.     Unit  259  is  shown  on  Exhibit  1  attached  to  this 
Appeal.     In  some  subsequent  documents  issued  by  the  Bureau  of 
Building  Inspection  and  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  the 
premises  are  incorrectly  identified  as  Unit  256.     Unit  256  is 
located  on  the  first  floor  and  ground  floor  entry  to  the 
building  (Exhibit  2). 

A  portion  of  Unit  259  was  formerly  a  grocery  store,  is 
currently  unfinished  space  leased  for  storage  and  is  not  at 
issue  in  these  proceedings.     The  portion  at  issue  was  improved 
for  offices  in  1981  and  was  used  by  several  tenants,  including 


an  interior  decorator  and  a  dry-cleaning  service,  until  1989. 
Before  1981  a  portion  was  used  for  a  beauty  salon  (Exhibit  3), 
now  located  in  adjacent  Unit  258,  also  partially  improved  for 
offices.     At  present,  all  of  that  portion  of  259  subject  to  the 
notice  of  violation  is  unoccupied  and  has  been  unoccupied  since 
1989  when  the  dry  cleaners  ceased  tenancy.     It  cannot  be 
subsequently  occupied  until  a  use  has  been  found  which  is 
approved  by  the  Gramercy  Towers  Condominium  Association  in 
accordance  with  conditions,  covenants  and  restrictions  governing 
the  building  and  approved  by  the  Zoning  Administrator  consistent 
with  special  zoning  restrictions  applicable  in  the  Nob  Hill 
area.     Because  it  has  been  impossible  to  date  to  find  any  tenant 
who  could  comply  with  the  requirements  and  who  wanted  the  space, 
the  space  may  remain  vacant  for  a  substantial  period  of  time. 
History  of  Abatement  Proceedings 

The  notice  of  violation  was  issued  on  May -2,  1988 
based  on  claimed  remodeling  of  the  premises  (Unit  259)  without  a 
building  permit.     The  second  notice  of  violation  was  issued  on 
May  18,  1988  citing  the  same  failure  to  obtain  a  building  permit 
for  the  erection  of  partitions.     Copies  are  attached  as 
Exhibit  4.     A  year  then  went  by  before  a  hearing  was  held  at 
which  Order  No.  153,529  was  issued  in  early  1990  (see 
Exhibit  5).     The  owner  was  not  represented  at  the  hearing 
because  of  a  representation  by  the  secretary  to  the  hearing 
officer,  Ruth  Morey,  that  the  hearing  would  not  be  held  on  the 
date  calendared  but  would  be  put  over  (see  Exhibit  6).  The 
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hearing  officer  and  senior  building  inspector  thought  that  the 
owner  was  present  because  a  representative  of  the  Gramercy 
Towers  Condominium  Association  (also  the  complainant)  appeared 
and  asked  that  the  matter  be  heard.     (This  misunderstanding  was 
repeated  by  Building  Inspector  Inan  at  the  hearing  now  appealed 
from.)     Therefore,  the  owner  was  denied  a  hearing.     In  the 
meantime,  the  general  partner  of  the  owner  with  management 
responsibility  for  the  space  had  died  in  1989,  making  it 
difficult  to  obtain  accurate  information  on  the  precise 
situation  regarding  the  premises.     In  any  event,  no  further 
communications  came  to  the  owner  for  over  a  year.     Then,  in  the 
fall  of  1991  BBI  started  holding  up  remodeling  permits  for 
residents  at  Gramercy  Towers  until  the  City  Attorney  told  them 
to  desist. 

A  new  complaint  was  issued  on  March  30,  1992  to  afford 
the  owner  a  hearing,  and  a  hearing  was  scheduled  and^held  on 
May  13,   1992.     The  current  order  appealed  from  was  issued  at 
that  hearing. 

At  that  hearing,  the  owner  brought  to  the  Department's 
attention  the  fact,  not  previously  known  or  recognized,  that  a 
building  permit  for  the  partitioning  of  Unit  259  had  actually 
been  issued  in  1981.     The  owner  found  the  building  permit  in  the 
microfilm  files  of  BBI  (see  Exhibit  7).    The  work  commenced  at 
that  time,  as  evidenced  by  the  fact  that,  at  or  about  the  same 
time,  the  Condominium  Association  granted  their  architectural 
approval  for  the  same  work  and  noted  that  work  was  being  done  in 
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the  space  (see  Exhibit  8).     Although  the  work  done  in  1981  was 
intended  to  accommodate  an  accounting  firm,   the  Condominium 
Association  ultimately  disapproved  occupancy  by  the  accounting 
firm  on  the  ground  that  it  did  not  comport  with  the  building 
regulations.     Subsequently,  the  space  was  partially  occupied  by 
the  dry  cleaner  and  other,  service  tenants.     Apparently,  in  1984 
the  owner  asked  the  Condominium  Association  to  approve  the 
replacement  of  some  half  height  partitions  with  full  height 
partitions  to  accommodate  the  dry  cleaner  (see  Exhibit  9).  The 
dry  cleaner  then  commenced  occupancy.     No  building  permit  has 
been  found  for  this  work.     Therefore,  such  work  may  have  been 
done  under  the  same  permit,  without  permit  or  under  a  differeent 
permit.     This  only  involved  minor  partitioning  of  the  office 
space  already  created  under  the  1981  permit  near  the  door  to 
Unit  159. 

On  May  13  the  hearing  officer  improperly  refused  to 
recognize  or  even  review  any  of  the  new  evidence  regarding  the 
1981  building  permit  or  to  use  it  in  his  deliberations  despite 
the  requirements  of  Building  Code  §  203(e)  for  full  and  fair 
consideration  of  all  evidence.     Moreover,  Inspector  Inan,  who 
signed  the  second  notice,  testified  that  he  had  personally 
observed  work  going  on  when  he  issued  his  violation  notice  in 
1988.     Since  the  hearing,  the  owner  has  discovered  that 
Inspector  Inan's  testimony  was  knowingly  false.     The  attached 
affidavit  from  the  then  tenant  of  the  space  so  indicates  (see 
Exhibit  10).     No  work  was  being  undertaken  during  1988  and  none 
has  occurred  since  1984. 
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To  the  extent  that  there  has  been  any  work  in  the 
space  without  a  building  permit,  the  only  possible  work  would 
have  been  the  erection  of  the  additional  full -height  partitions 
at  the  front  to  accommodate  the  dry  cleaner  and  other  tenants. 
This  can  be  remedied,  if  necessary,  by  their  demolition  and 
removal.     Therefore,  at  minimum  the  order  needs  to  be  modified 
to  provide  at  least  two  options  to  the  owner:     that  the 
unpermitted  1984  partitions  be  removed  or  that  a  new  permit  be 
obtained  to  legalize  the  additional  partitions.     Contrary  to 
Building  Code  §  203(f),   the  Director's  order  does  not  identify 
with  particularity  the  work  required  to  be  done  or  what  renders 
the  premises  unsafe.     Yet  a  specific  request  to  that  effect  was 
made  at  the  hearing.     Given  the'-existence  of  a  valid  building 
permit,  the  order's  requirement  for  a  permit  is  without 
foundation. 
Requested  Relief 

Given  the  new  evidence  discovered,   the  owner  requests 
that  the  Abatement  Appeals  Board  take  the  following  actions: 
(1)    Overrule  the  Director's  order  on  the  grounds  that 
(a)  the  conditions  are  not  as  stated  in  the  complaint  of  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection,  as 
evidenced  by  the  Department's  own  records  of  issuance  of  a 
building  permit  and  by  reason  of  the  false  testimony  given  by 
Inspector  Inan,  and  (b)  that  the  conditions  which  prevailed  do 
not  constitute  a  public  nuisance  due  to  the  fact  that  the  space 
is  unoccupied  and  has  been  unoccupied  for  most  of  ten  years,  is 
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not  likely  to  be  occupied  in  the  near  future  and  provides  no 
hazard  to  any  person  or  property; 

(2)  That  no  cost  be  charged  against  the  owner  by  reason  of 
the  abatement  proceeding  based  on  BBI's  lack  of  attention  to 
information  in  BBI's  own  files  and  false  testimony  by  Inspector 
Inan; 

(3)  In  the  alternative,  that  the  order  be  modified  to 
permit  the  owner  to  obtain  a  demolition  permit  or  alteration 
permit  solely  for  the  purpose  of  removing  those  full -height

The  subject  unit 
is  occupied  by  Charlotte  Cordes.  A  copy  of  the  violation  notice  is 
attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  "A". 

(B)  An  Order  of  Abatement  under  Section  203-203. R  of  the  Building 
Code  dated  June  5,  1992,  was  issued  by  the  Department.  A  copy  of 
the  Order  of  Abatement  is  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  "B".  The 
Order  of  Abatement  required  Ammel  Park  to  complete  the  necessary 
work  to  bring  the  building  into  conformance  with  the  Building  Code 
and  to  do  so  within  thirty  days. 

(C)  In  1991  at  the  time  the  original  notice  was  issued,  Ammel  Park 
and  the  unit  occupant,  Ms.  Cordes,  were  involved  in  litigation 
discussions,  and  Ms.  Cordes  was  represented  by  an  attorney.  The 
communications  that  were  sent  from  Ammel  Park  were  sent  through  her 
attorney .

He  only  recently  learned  that  it  might  be  possible  to 
legalize  the  unit,  but  that  he  will  have  to  obtain  certain  building 
code  and  planning  variances.  Appellant  may  need  to  obtain  several 
technical  variances  from  the  Building  Code  requirements  from  the 
Board  of  Architectural  Examiners.  Although  only  a  half  a  floor 
lower  than  the  other  two  units,  technically  the  unit  creates  an 
additional  floor  of  occupancy.  That  does  not  pose  a  safety  hazard, 
however,  since  a  fire  sprinkler  system  was  installed  on  the  floor 
of  the  unit  even  before  Appellant  purchased  the  building.  Because 
of  the  terrain  and  the  physical  configuration  of  the  building  on 
the  hillside,  the  bedroom  of  the  unit  does  not  have  any  windows. 
There  may  be  alternatives,  however,  for  lighting  that  room  and  the 
unit  would  still  be  habitable  as  a  studio  even  if  the  bedroom  had 
to  closed  off. 

In  addition.  Appellant  will  need  to  obtain  a  variance 
from  the  Planning  Code  parking  requirement  to  allow  satisfying  the 
requirement  for  the  building,  in  part,  with  tandem  spaces.  In 
reality,  that  should  pose  no  problem,  since  the  occupant  of  the 
housekeeping  apartment  only  owns  a  motorcycle  which  is  parked  in 
the  garage  and  only  two  of  the  five  parking  spaces  for  cars  are 
currently  used  by  tenants  of  the  building.  It  has  been  documented 
by  City  officials  that  there  is  plenty  of  on-street  parking  on  the 
block  of  the  building  since  it  is  at  the  end  of  Green  Street. 

Appellant  has  never  received  any  complaints  about  the 
unit.  Appellant  has  resided  in  the  apartment  above  the  unit  for 
the  entire  time  he  has  resided  in  the  building  and  desires  to 
continue  living  there  for  the  rest  of  his  life. 

(4)  A  stay  of  enforcement  of  the  order  of  abatement,  either 

for  so  long  as  it  will  take  Appellant  to  complete  the  process  of 
applying  for  the  required  variances  to  legalize  the  unit,  until 
enactment  of  one  of  the  proposed  ordinances  to  permit  the 
legalization  of  "in-law"  units  of  this  type  without  compliance  with 
all  the  current  code  requirements,  or  for  so  long  as  Appellant  owns 
and  resides  in  the  building.     Appellant  is  willing  to  stipulate  to 

a  condition  that  tne  unit  only  be  oGeupledi  by  aomestlG  employees 
of  Appellant  and  that  no  rent  be  charged  to  any  occupants  of  the 
unit.  Appellant  is  also  willing  to  stipulate  to  take  any  actions 
necessary  to  alleviate  any  life  safety  hazards  with  respect  to  this 
unit. 

The  order  of  the  Director  of  Public  Works  should  be 
stayed  or  modified  to  allow  Appellant  to  retain  the  use  of  the  unit 
because  it  allows  an  elderly,  lifelong  resident  of  San  Francisco 
to  continue  living  in  his  home  and  has  no  adverse  affect  on  any 
other  occupants  of  the  building  or  any  other  property  owners  or 
residents  of  the  neighborhood.    Appellant  uses  the  unit  only  to

.coommodat-  th«  p«r-on8  who  tak«  care  of  him  and  has  never 
ai-^-emnted  to  profit  from  it.  In  addition  to  providing  an 
affordable  unit^of  housing,  the  unit  provides  employment  for  a  San 
Francisco  resident.  It  allows  Appellant  to  hire  someone  at  a 
retSonaWe  cost  to  cook  meals  and  provide  other  domestic  services 

for  him. 

Since  prior  to  October  1990  the  building  was  regularly 
inspected  and  no  inspector  ever  told  Appellant  that  he  would  have 
to  ?emove  ?he  housekeeping  unit,  Appellant  retained  ownership  and 
continued  to  reside  in  the  building.  He  relied  on  the  fact  that 
as  Se  became  more  elderly  and  infirm,  he  would  be  able  to  continue 
to  provide  housing  in  the  building  for  the  persons  necessary  to 
take  care  of  him.  If  he  had  been  put  on  notice  by  the  City 
previously  that  he  would  be  required  to  remove  ^he  unit  he  could 
have  sold  the  building  during  a  much  more  favorable  ^^^^  ^f^^^ 
market  than  today.
